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Will  the  Expenses  be  Increased? 

It  is  urged  by  some  against  the 
adoption  of  the  new  form  of  township 
government,  that  it  will  greatly  in¬ 
crease  the  township  expense  and  add 
materially  to  the  taxes  which  it  is 
considered  are  already  heavy  enough. 
This  increase  in  expense  has  been 
placed  by  certain  expounders  of  the 
new  law  as  high  as  twenty  thousand 
dollars.  To  bold  that  there  will  be 
any  material  increase  in  the  size  of 
our  tax  bills  involves  either  total  igno¬ 
rance  or  a  careless  inspection  of  the 
new  law. 

The  only  officers  provided  for  by 
the  new  law  and  not  already  provided 
for  in  existing  laws  are  four  additional 
committeemen,  a  recorder,  one  ad¬ 
ditional  commissioner  of  appeal/ three 
additional  members  of  the  school 
board,  three  commissioners  of  assess 
ment,  a  chief  of  police,  some  additional 
constables  and  two  additional  free¬ 
holders. 

The  present  8a  1  ary  of  town  commit¬ 
teemen  is  about  sixty  dollars  a  year. 
There  would  therefore  be 'an  increase 
of  Bay  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  salaries  of  town  committeemen. 
It  is  not  at  all  likely  that  the  new 
committeemen  would  receive  any  more 
compensation  than  the  old.  Moreover 
the  new  committeemen  are  urgently 
demanded  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
within  the  last  ten  years  the  work  de¬ 
volving  upon  the  Township  Committee 
has  more  than  quadrupled.  This  in 
crease  of  expense,  therefore,  should 
lie  charged  up,  not  against  the  new 
system,  but  against  the  increase  of 
population  aud  the  rapid  development 
of  the  township. 

The  recorder  would  receive  no  com¬ 
pensation  out  of  the  pockets  of  tax¬ 
payers.  The  malefactors  will  look 
ufter  that-  * 

One  extra  Commissioner  of  appeal 
will  add  but  an  infinitesimal  amount 
of  e\pense,  and  there  is  no  reason  in 
the  nature  of  things  why  the  expenses 
of  the  new  school  board  should  be 
any  greater  than  those  of  the  old. 

The  chief  of  police,  under  the  new 
law,  would  probably  be  someone 
eising  the  sande  powers  as  the  present 
chairman  of  ‘the  Police  Committee, 
and  many  good  volunteers  could  in 
that  case  be  readily  fojund ;  or  he 
would  be  souie  reliable  man  among 
the  policemen  who  would,  no  doubt, 
be  perfectly  willing  to  take  command 
of  the  rest  of  the  force,  without  adtli- 
tion  to  his  regular  compensation  as  a 
policeman,  for  j  the  sake  of  the  addi¬ 
tional  dignity  Ami  authority.  In  any 
case  there  wou|d  be  nothing  paid  to 
the  chief  of  police  unless  the  needs  of 
the  township  demanded  of  him  extra 
work,  and  in  that  case  J  the  extra  ex- 
{tense  would  be  as  before  chargeable 
not  to  the  new  system  but  to  the 
growing  needs  of  the  township.  The 
new  constable  would  add  nothing  to 
the  expense. 

With  regard  tjo  the  freeholders,  it 
would  require  *sd  many  decimals  to 
express  the  increase  which  they  would 
make  in  the  size  iM  our  tax  levy,  that 
our  supply  of  type  does  not  permit  of 
the  attempt. 

In  the  light  of!  these  facts  we  fail 
to  discover  where  any  considerable 
addition.'  to  our  expenses  is  to  come 
from.  In  addition  to  the  officers 
mentioned  above,  commissioners  of 
assessment  will  doubtless  receive  a 
small  comiH-nsation,  ami  there  will 
doubtless  be  in  addition  small  inciden¬ 
tal  exjnnses  growing  out  of  the  uew 
form  of  government,  but  after  a  care¬ 
ful  insjvection  we  are  convinced  that 
from  five  hundred  jto  a  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  will  cover  everything  for  a  long 
time  to  come,  anti  furthermore  that 
whatever  additional  expense  is  in 
curved  will  be  due  in  reality,  not  at 
all  to  a  new  form  of  administration, 
but  to  the  increased)  demands  which 
•ur  increased  population  and  increased 
l*rivileges  make  ujxm
